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Notes on Hymenoptera from Aride Island (Republic of Seychelles)

Abstract: Records of seven species are dealt with. Brachymeria lepida MASI 
1917, B. podagrica (FABRICIUS 1787) (Chalcididae), and Lasioglossum mahense 
(CAMERON 1907) (Halictidae) are new to the fauna of Aride. A checklist of the known 
species is added. 
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Introduction 


Recently the insect fauna of Aride Island has been reviewed by the ARIDE ISLAND Re- 
search Group (1999). Till now 21 species of Hymenoptera have been recorded from 
Aride. A part of the material of the Oxford University Expeditions to Seychelles in 1975 
and 1978, which is housed in the Hope Entomological Collections of the Oxford Univer- 
sity Museum of Natural History, contains seven species of Hymenoptera, of which three 
species are new to the fauna of Aride.

First record. Specimens have been collected on flowers of Intsia bijuga COLEBR.

First record. Specimens have been collected on flowers of Intsia bijuga COLEBR. 
(Caesalpiniaceae) and Rothmannia annae WRIGHT (Rubiaceae). L. mahense makes nests 
in ground.
